Voters to Make School Superintendent’s Removal an Issue in
Spring Elections—Dean Walter T. Sumner Blames
Mayor Harrison for Shake-Up.

CHICAGO, Dec. 11.—The virtual dismissal of Mrs. Ella Flagg
Young as superintendent of the Chicago public schools by secret ballot
of a clique in the board of education that sought her removal several
months ago, will be made an issue by women voters in the spring elec-
tions in Chicago.

Miss Jane Addams, and several other prominent cfub women and
suffragette leaders conferred with Mrs. Young today. Movements
for meetings of protest were started by half a dozen women’s organ-
izations.

Dean Walter T, Sumner, who led the fight for Mrs. Young’s
retention, today places the blame squarely upon Mayor Harrison.

“We are going back to the exploitation of the schools by a po-
litical cesspool,” said Dean Sumner, who resigned an irpporunt chair-
manship immediately after the board’s action. “Mrs. Young could
not be used by the politicians and she retires with honor.”

John D. Shoop, first assistant superintendent, elected to fill Mrs.
